His private secretary baa $3,250; his as- 
sistant secretary baa (2,250; the stenog- 
rapher gets $1.800; each ot the five mes- 
sengers $1,200; steward $1,800; each ot 
the two doorkeepers $1,200; while other 
employes are paid in proportion, down to 
the man who takes earn of the fires, who 
receives $861. It addition $9,000 are al- 
lowed for incidentals, such as stationery 
and carpets, $12,000 for repairs and tar- 
nishing, $2,500 for fuel, $1,000 for the 
greenhouse, and $15,000 for the stable, 
gas and other incidentals. In all, the 
president and his honae costs the conntry 
over $125,000 a year.
